i REDUCTION OF OVER FIVE MILLIONS. 


The International Geologists 'on Their 


Travels — The Redemption of the 


Four.and-a. Half Per Cents—A 


Duel—Not Yet Confirmed. 


Tbe Monthly Public Debt Statement. 
WASHINGTON, Sept 8.—The monthly 


debt statement, issued from the treas- 
ury department yesterday, shows a re- 
duction in the debt during the past 
month amounting! to $5,581,895. There 
was a reduction of 81,091,210 in the non- 
interest-bearing debt, and no increased 
surplus cash in the treasury of 84,400,- 
679 during August. The aggregate of 
interest and nonintcrest-bearlng debt, 
less 8100,000,000 gold reserve and 860,- 
274,804 net cash, balance or surplus, is 
8843,083,847, and of this amount 8010,- 
629,430 is interest-bearing debt; made 
up of 8550,0011,220 fouv-per-cont. bonds, 
887,988,400 
four-nnd-a-half -per- cent 


bonds and tea, 915,800 fonr-per-cents 
continued at 2 per cent. 


Government receipts from all sources 


during August aggregated 838,884,861, 
against 830,607,440 in August, 1890. 


Customs receipts were $15,164,674, 


against 830,318,879 in August a year 
ago; Internal revenue receipts wore 
*13,S01,82», against $12,557,853 in Au- 
gust, 1800, and receipts from miscel- 
laneous sources were 81,107,477, against 
81,083,177 in August a year ago. 


Expenditures during the two months 


of the current fiscal year aggregate 
8»0,530,08!S, against 875,307,000 in July 
ami August, 1890. 


Tho total coinage of the mints during 


the month of August was 12,03] ,000 
pieces of all kinds, valued at (S),71H,400. 
Oold valued at 81,840,000 was coined;

Through the Dardanelles 


CAUSING CRAVE FEARS IH ENGLAND. 


The Poisoning Mania in Southern Hun- 


gary—-The German -Police Proceed- 


ing Against the Socialists—De- 


structive Gales in England.

LONDON, Sept. 3.—The question of 


the Dardanelles>becoming a passageway 
for Russian war-ships to the Medltoran- 
nean just now exceeds in interest even 
the war in Chili. Well authenticated 
rumor says that the foreign office will 
not stand idly by and see the Mediter- 
ranuean invaded by a Russian fleet 
under the guiso of volunteer transports 
or 
otherwise. The 
main question 


seems to be whether England will 
have to protest alone, or 'oe sus- 
tained in such 
a 
course 
by the 


powers of the triple alliance. No 
doubt is entertained that Russia lias 
been encouraged to her present aggres- 
sive attitude by an understanding with 
France, and feels safe with France as a 
friend against any unsupported action 
on the part of Great Britain. The sit- 
uation is becoming very grave, and is so 
regarded both in Berlin and London. 
Lord Salisbury, it is rumored, will 
shorten his vacation in order to deal 
with the problem, which is greatly com- 
plicated by the unprecedented coolness 
of the sultan toward the British gov- 
ernment. . 


A Constantinople dispatch sayb that 


the French and Russian ambassadors 
liave been dinning into the Sultan's ours 
the fact that, with England's charges 
against Russia of intended aggrandize- 
ment ot the expense of Turkey, the 
only great power that vlms actually 
taken possession of any important part 
of the Sultan's dominions is Eng-lond 
herself, and that England, before pro- 
fessing friendship for Turkey ought to 
glva up Kgypt, if not also Cyprus 
The Sultan, therefore, is for the time- 
being prejudiced against England on 
account of Egypt, although also up- 
held by Bulgaria against the Russian 
machinations. 


It is remembered that the Crimean 


war was preceded by England's re- 
jection of a Russian proposal that En- 
gland should take Egypt, and allow 
Russia to have Constantinople, and 
there is an uneasy feeling that Russia 
will fight again rather than permit En- 
gland to hold Egypt wilhout.compensa- 
tlon to Russia.

In other 
words the products of the mortgaged 
farms for two years would more than pay 
principal aud interest. This is a good 
showing. The agriculturists, as a rule 
stand well in this country.

4,500,000 ounces ot eilver per month at 
the market price, not to exceed 81.00 for 
372.25 grains of pure silver, asd to issue 
in payment (or each diver bullion treas- 
ury notes, which notes ere redeemable on 
demand in silver coin. The Secretary of 
the Treasury, until July 1, 1892, is re- 
quired to coin each month 2,000,000 
otmoes>f this silver bullion, no pur- 
chased, into standard silver dollars. Af- 
ter that time he is to coin aa many stand- 
ard silver dollars as may be required tor 
the redemption ot the Dive* tiw 
notes.

Inmate*, Expenses, Income and 


, Heecta of tne industrial 


Home. 


At the meeting of the Industrial and 


Charitable Union yesterday, Mrs. Johns 
read a report showing what has been 
done at the Anna B. Millikin Home, The 
figures are interesting. 


The average number ot persons cared 


for at the Industrial. Home since its 
opening, throe months ago, is 11% B 
month; the largest number at any one 
time, 15; 19 different persons have been 
oared.tor for a time. Ot these seven 
were from two weeks to 10 years old. 
Three of the adult inmates arc, by age or 
sickness, incapacitated for any work that 
is helpful to the matron. 


The entire expense of providing for 
this family, including salaries of super- 
intendent and assistant, bos been 9311.79 
for three months. The average cost per 
capita for inmates of the house has been 
$9.72 per, month. As the salaries remain 
the same for a large aa for a small num- 
ber, the average will decrease as the 
number of inmates increases. The av- 
erage cost per capita, exclusive of sala- 
ries, is not quite $6 a month, which un- 
doubtedly shows careful and economical 
management, by the superintendent. 
There have been some donations ot fruit 
and vegetables not included in the above 
average, but these are more than offset 
by the fruit and vegetables canned and 
dried, and stored for winter use. 
The amount due the home for the three 


months from the county and friends of 
inmates is $314,20, leaving a balance in 
favor of the home of 93.51 after all expen- 
ses are paid. We cannot expect, how- 
ever, that so large a part of the expences 
will often bs paid by friends of inmates. 
The amount paid out for furniture, bea- 


ding, kitchen utensils, linen, etc., is 
953. 65. All other furniture has been do- 
nated, but there is still great need of 
kitchen utensils, table linen and bed- 
ding. 
The work required in the oars of the 


house and. family can scarcely be con- 
ceived of by anyone who is not a frequent 
and interested visitor. The supply of 
bedding, table linen and children's 
clothes is so inadequate that washing has 
to be done always twice a week and some- 
times oftecor. The superintendent with 
one assistant, has more than she can do. 
It is probable that some ot the inmates 
can be ot service, but littie can be ex- 
pected ot old women and children. Help 
is needed in preparing winter clothing 
and bodding.iThe Daughters of Bebekah, 
as friends of Mrs. Hamilton, ore going to 
take dinner with them and spend the day, 
soon, in sewing audqnilting at the home. 
It would be well it more could follow 
their example, and set a day for work and 
donations at the borne,
